2.  School  of  Ancient  Languages. 

3.  School  of  Mathematics  and  Astronomy. 

4.  School  of  Natural,  Intellectual  and  Political  Philosophy. 

5.  School  of  Chemistry,  Natural  History,  and  Physiology. 

6.  School  of  Rhetoric,  English  Literature,  and  Anglo-Saxon. 

It  is  presumed  that  every  student,  previous  to  his  entering  upon  the 
studies  of  any  of  these  scho(ds,  has  made  himself  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  following  I*re)>aratory  Course  :  Ancient  and  Modern  (Jeography, 
History  of  the  United  States,  Elements  of  (leueral  History,  English  (Iram- 
mar.  Arithmetic,  Book-keeping,  p^lements  of  Algebra,  Latin  Orammar,  Latin 
Reader,  Ca'sars  Commentaries,  Exercises  in  Latin  Syntax  and  Prosody, 
(jrreek  Grammar,  Greek  Reailer.  Select  Portions  of  the  Greek  Testament,  and 
Practical  Exercises  in  Greek  Syntax  and  Prosody. 


I  __SCHOOL  OF  SACRED  HISTORY  AND  MORAL  PHILOSOPHY.

The  course  of  instructicn  in  this  department  occu])ies  f(Uir  years.  It  com- 
prises the  Evidences  of  Christianity,  Sacred  History,  Riblical  Literature, 
Eeclesiasticah  History,  and  Morsel  Philosophy. 

The  text-books  used  in  this  school  are  the  Bible,  PahVs  Evidences  of 
Natural  and  Revealed  Religioti,  Butler's  Analogy,  arid  Mosheim's  or  Giese- 
ler's  Ecclesiastical  History. 

The  following-  Works  of  Reference  are  also  recommended — Josephus, 
Prideaux'  Connection,  Rollings  Ancient  History,  Neander's  Church  History, 
and  Burnet's  and  D'Aubignes  History  of  the  Reformation.

Henee  we  see  that  didiicri\(,'  Seience  may  hegiii 
whore  the  inductive  have.s  olf,  v(,'rlfying  its  concl'i.-ions  and  aiding  in  ex- 
tending the  domain  of  knowdedge. 

Due  regard  shall  Ije  had  to  the  discipline  of  the  mind,  in  imparting  to  It 
the  'power  of  j)atient  c(;nsecuti\e  rea-oning.  in  devel(j}»ing  the  powers  of  ah- 
straction,  and  in  basing  the  a]tjdie-ations  of  mathematics  upon  a  thoiough 
and  critical  knowletlgt'  of  its  theory:  making  art  subser\  lent  to  Science, 
thei-el^y  preserving  in  the  present  advanced  .state  ol'  malhematicul  kiiowledgf; 
th(.'  true  order. 

Nor  will  the  practical  application.s  of  the  Science  be  neglected,  but  due 
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attention  will  be  givon  to  field  exercises  In  Surveying,  Levelinf  p].stimatliig 
Heights  and  Distances,  etc. 


IV.— SCHOOL  OF  NATURAL,  INTELLECTUAL,  AND 
POLUnCAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

PROFKSSOR    PKNDI.KTOX.

In  tlii!6  School,  the  Department  of  Natnral  Philosophy,  embracing  Mechanics 
of  Solids  an<l  Fluids,  Acoustics,  Electricity,  Magnetism  and  Optics,  is  divided 
intc>  two  classes,  a  Junior  and  a  Senior,  each  of  which   extends  through  a 
period  of  one  year.     In  the  Junior  class,  the  instruction  is  given  chietly  in 
Lectures.     Very  little   use  is  made  of  mathematical   demonstrations,  but  in 
a  complete  and  comprehensive  course  of  familiar  lectures,  all  the  principles 
of  the  various  branches  are  rliscussed  an<l  illustrated  in  a  manner  adapted 
to  tlie  comnuMi  understanding,  and  free  from  the  abstraction  of  mathematical 
formulie.    Nature  is  presented  as  she  seems  to  the  senses,  and  lier  phenomena 
explained  in  the  language  and  to  the   comprehension   of  the  popular  mind. 
For  tliis  purpose,  the  Institution  is  provided  with  an  extensive  Philosophical 
Apparatus,  atiurdinrr  the  means  of  experimental  demonstration  of  all  the  lead- 
ing and  more  interesting  plienoniena  of  this  department  of  scien(?e.    Constant 
reference  is  also  had  to  graphical  illustrations;   and  thus,  as  far  as  is  practi- 
ca1>le,  the  operations  and  forces  of  nature  are  repro'luced  in  the  lecture  room, 
and  exhibited  and  exjilained  to  the  eye  and  to  ihe  ear  of  the  student,  as  he 
observes  them  in  the  worhl  without.    Great  value  is  attached  to  this  method; 
for  whilst,  in  the^more  rigid   analytical  processes,  the  student  is  assured  of 
the  correctness  of  his  conclusions,  '•  tlie  signs  he  employs  are  uit  pictures  of 
nature,  or  have  lost  their  original  meaning,  as  such,  to  his  mind:  he  has  not 
seen,  as  it  were,  the  processes  of  nature  passing  under  his  eye  in  an  instant  of 
time,  and  presented  as  a  whole  to  his  imagination.    A  familiar  ]iarallel  or  an 
illnstration  draAvn  froru  some  artificial  or  natural  process,  of  which  he  has  that 
direct  and  individual  impression  which  gives  it  a  reality  and  assixdates  it  with 
a   name,  will,  in  almost  every  such  case,  supply  in  a  moment  this  deticient 
feature,  will  convert  all  his  symbols  into  )-eal  pictures,  and  infuse  an  animated 
meaning  into  what  was  before  a  lifeless  snccession  of  words  and  signs."-'" 

The  course  of  the  Senior  class  in  Natural  Philosophy  covers  the  same 
subjects  that  are  gone  over  in  the  Junior,  but  the  discussion  of  them  is 
mathematical. — Regular  recitations  are  reciuired  of  the  students,  and  each 
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i^  oxpocied  to  give  iijion  tlie  blackboard  the  fullest  demonstratioii  of  the 
tr\t-liiM.k>.  Co'iiliinitijx  tliu8  both  the  experimental  ami  the  matheinaticril 
iikiIkmI  of  prcsoutin.r  tlie  subjects  of  Natural  riiilosophy,  it  is  believed  that 
the  course  will  imjiart  the  iiutst  thorough  and  aceomplished  8cholar^'hip  in 
thi<  departiiiout  of  Heietiee,  whilst  the  eoiii}irehenf»ive  range  of  the  lectures  au«l 
the  fulliu--^  of  the  experimental  demonstrations,  render  the  citation  of  works 
of  refereTHc  uniiecessarv. 

In  the  department  of  Intellectual  and  rolitical  Philosophy,  in  addition  to 
the  regular  recitations  of  the  text-books,  lectures  will  be  given,  so  as  to  place 
these  topic?,  bi>th  in  tlieir  histox-y  and  presetit  phases,  fully  and  fairly  before 
the  minds  of  the  students.  The  characteristic  features  of  the  different  schools 
of  metaphysics,  will  be  distinctly  drawn  and  criticised,  and  a  constant  eti'ort 
made  to  awaken  in  the  consciousness  of  the  student  these  mental  states,  the 
action  and  laws  of  which  he  may  be  studying.  Thus,  it  is  Ijclieved,  he  may 
be  most  successfully  taught,  not  only  the  learning  of  the  books,  but  the 
knowledge  of  himself.  In  this  course  of  studies  and  instruction,  reference  will 
be  frequently  had  to  Kant,  Cousin,  Locke,  Reid,  Stewart,  Brown,  Coleridge, 
Sir  William  Hamilton,  &c.,  &c. 

Under  the  Department  of  Political  Philosophy,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
course  of  Political  Economy,  there  will  be  regular  instruction  in  Constitu- 
tional and  International  Law.  This  is  deemed  of  essential  importance  to  a 
complete  American  education.  In  no  country  on  the  globe  is  it  so  important 
that  every  citizen  should  understand  the  great  and  fundamental  principles  of 
government,  as  in  America,  and  yet  the  study  of  these  has,  hitherto,  been 
almost  totally  neglected  in  the  literary  institutions  of  our  country.  In  the 
conduct  of  this  department,  however,  every  care  will  be  taken  to  avoid  any 
undue  bias  on  the  great  points  of  controversy,  which  have  grown  np  in  the 
United  States  as  to  the  interpretation  of  our  Federal  Constitution.  The 
grounds  of  these  controversies  will  be  presented  historically  only,  and  the 
students  left  to  their  own  judgment  in  adoi)ting  an  opinion.  As  the  design  in 
prosecuting  these  studies  is  not  to  treat  them  witli  ,the  fullness  required  for  a 
professional  life,  it  is  not  deemed  necessary  to  cite  other  books  of  reference 
than  those  already  named. 


v.— SCHOOL   OF    CHEMISTRY,  NATURAL    HISTORY 

AND  PHYSIOLOGY. 

VIIOFLSSOK    C'UISTOI'HER. 

The  courso  of  instniction  in  this  School  embraces  the  following  subjects, 
and  extends  through  two  years  : 

Heat,  Light,  Galvanism,  and  Chemical  Philosophy,  (SiUiman;)  Inorganic

The  whole  class  is  re<rulai-ly  exaiuiueil  ujion  all  the  sulijects  uioler 
consideration,  and  these  class  exaniinations   are  eondueted  in   such  a  manner 
as  to  elicit  from  the  student  not   a  meie  i-ehe;irsal  of  ineuiurl/fd   statements 
little  understood,  but  his  actual  knowledj^e  of  tiie  subject.     Siidiild  difficulties 
present  themselves  to  the  mind  of  the  student  in  relation  to  aiiv  of  the  <iues- 
tions  discussed,  it  is  always  a  ;_natiticati(m  to  the  Professor  to  have  them  pre- 
sented to  him,  either  orally  or  in  writing,  iu  order  that   he  may  remove  them. 
As  the  Institution  is  provided  with  an  excellent  Chemical  Ajiparatus,  to  which 
additiot\<  are  frecjuently  made,  the  various  subjects  admitting  of  it  are  amply 
illusti-ated    by   numeriuis    expeiimcuts.     The  nianagement  of  gases,  and    all 
matters  connected  with  Pnoumatie  (Miemisti-y  are  fully  represented. 

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  apjilicatiiui  of  the  principles  of  Chemistry 
to  Pliysiology  and  the  useful  arts.  Soientitic  Agriculture,  the  nature  of  soils. 
thetu-y  of  manures,  rotation  of  crops,  c^c,  are  considered  iti  relati-in  to  the 
most  approved  systems. 

As  it  is  considered  especially  imp(u-taut  to  render  the  exjierimental  illustra- 
tion of  Natural  Science  as  full  as  possible,  in  order  that  the  student  n)ay  have 
presentc'l  to  his  senses  a  veriticatiou  of  the  doctrines  taught,  and  be  rendered 
To-actically  familiar  with  the  nppearances  ami  qualities  of  things,  so  that  a 
lively  impression  may  be  made  on  the  understanding  and  the  memor}- ;  and 
as  such  ex])erimental  illustrati(uis  of  Chemical  Science  involve  a  considerable 
expenditure  of  time  and  materials,  the  students  of  Chemistry  will  V)e  embo(lied 
in  a  single  cla<s,  and  will  devote  to  tliis  study  an  entire  <e<<iou.  Having 
been  tlius  prepared  b3'  a  knowleilge  of  Cliemical  Science,  tliey  will  (levote  the 
following  session  to  the  stuily  of  Min-ralogy.  Geology,  ll.tauy.  and  such  other 
branches  of  Natural  Science,  as  require  tor  their  jiropcr  eoiiij)rehensi(Ui  a 
knowledge  of  ChemVal  princijdes. 

As  Natural  'I'heidogy  can  be  more  effectively  tatiglit  in  the  concrete  than 
in  the  abstract,  i:s  principles  will  be  developed  and  its  juijufs  presented  j>ari 
pansii  with  the  entire  course  of  Natural  Science.

It  is  well  known  that  the  English  Language,  as  a  subject  of  Instruction,  does 
not  receive  that  degree  of  systematic  attention  in  our  Colleges,  to  wliich  it  is 
leo^itirnately  entitled,  as  the  essential  medium  of  all  education.  The  special  <lesign 
of  this  Department  is  to  supply,  to  some  extent,  the  deficiency.  With  this  ob- 
ject in  view,  the  student  is  required  to  form  an  j/?f^wa^«  acquaintance  with  hia 
mother-tongue,  not  only  in  its  laws,  principles  and  present  usages,  but  also 
in  its  historical  Elements  and  relations.  We  aim  to  be  radical  in  the  treat- 
ment of  our  own  Language,  and  have,  therefore,  introduced  its  Primitive  form 
into  our  Regular  Course  of  Study.  This  is  an  important  step  in  Educational 
Reform.  On  the  authority  of  an  eminent  scholar,  a  knowledge  of  the  Primi- 
tive English  or  A|iglo-'"axon  Language  "is  essential  to  every  modern  English 
Grammarian  who^wouM  fully  understand  the  true  origin  and  idiom  of  his 
own  Language."  The  importance  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  '-rise,  pro- 
gress and  present  structure"  of  our  native  tongue,  cannot  be  too  highly  esti- 
[  mated  by  the  aspirant  after  sound  scholarship.    The  Philosophy  of  Grammar, 
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and  the  arts  of  Composition  and  Elocution  will  be  sysifmatically  taught 
in  this  Department.  The  Course  of  li^'adiug  in  the  English  Classics,  will  be 
critical  and  comprehensive,  and  ev^.-r^-  reasonable  effort  will  be  made  to  intro- 
duce the  student  to  the  elevating  and  refining  intluences  of  a  [ure  literature.

DIFFERENT    SCHOOL.^. 

A  student  may  jxraduate  in  any  one  of  them,  singly.  To  ohtain  the  De- 
gree of  (I'raduate  in  any  School,  it  is  required  of  fvery  candidate  : — I.  That 
he  shall  have  been  a  student  of  Bethany  C<dle;;e  at  least  one  session.  2.  That 
within  one  month  from  the  be^rinning  of  the  Session,  he  shall  have  made 
known  to  the  Professor  in  charge,  his  intention  of  graduating.  3.  That  he 
stand  a  satisfactory  examination  on  all  the  prescribed  studies  of  the  De- 
partment.— On  paying  a  fee  of  thrre  doilors.  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
Certificate  of  Graduation,  signed  by  the    President  and  Professor  of  the 

School. 

DvMWV.v.  OF  A.  B. 

To  receive  the  Degree  of  Barhdor  of  Arts  in  Bethany  College,  the  Can- 
didate must  have  graduated  and  received  his  Certificates  in  all  the  Schools 
embraced  in  the  Regular  Course  of  Instruction.  He  must  also  have  faith- 
fully observed  all  the  other  laws  and  regulations  of  the  Institution.  He 
will  then  receive  the  Degree  and  D\\)\oma,  free  of  cliarye. 

REfjri.AR  De(;kee  of  A.  M. 

In  order  to  attain  the  lir.piJnr  Literary  Deyrce  of  Master  of  Arts,  the 
following  conditions  are  required: 

1.  The  attainment  of  the  Degree  of  A.  B.  2.  An  actual  collegiate  at- 
tendance thereafter,  for  one  Session,  at  least,  and  the  study  of  three  Modern 
Languages,  to  be  selected  by  the  Candidate,  with  the  rigiit,  however,  to  sub- 
stitute the  Hebrew,  or  its  equivalent,  for  one  of  them.  3.  An  approved 
examination  on  the  selected  course  of  study.  A  fee  of  ten  dollars  will  be 
charged  for  the  Diploma. 

Anv  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  five  years'  or  longer  standing,  may  receive  the 
Degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  on  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  to  the  Library 
Fund;  provide<l,  he  shall,  in  the  interval,  have  maintained  an  exemplary 
and  virtuous  character,  and  l)ecome  distinguished  in  Literature  or  some  one 
of  the  learned  professions.  Candidates  for  this  Degree  should  apply  to 
the  President  or  Secretary  of  the  Faculty,  before  the  Annual  Com- 
mencement.

It  is  contemplattd  to  add  still 
further  tf»  the  facilities  of  the  Institution  in  this  Department,  .-o  that  every 
j)Ossible  advantage  may  be  offered  to  the  Student. 

Our  Mathematical  Instruments  are  of  a  verv  superior  character,  and  it  is 
believed  that  but  few  Institutions  in  the  "West  are  as  well  supplied  with  the 
means  of  scientific  illustration  as  Bethanv  Colleire.

"We  invite  attention  to  the  Kngravintr  of  the  Front  Kl'vari'.n  <,f  the  Plan 
adopted  f«>r  our  Colh-ge  Jiuildings.  The  style  of  aroliiTt-ctur'-  'h  the  rollf'^i-i- 
ate  Gothic,  ajid  the  irregular  outline,  with  the  towt-r.  turnt-;  and  finials, 
produces  a  verv  pleasing  an.d  iui])0-<iii;_-  eiitct.  J  he  Ar' liiref'ts.  Messrs. 
Walter  and  Wilson,  have  ainn-d  to  cornMne  in  the  structun-.  all  the  ele- 
ments of  true  Architecture — uitlttt/.  ihirnhUlly.  e<<,noiiiy.  and  fA/^z/^c?. 

TIk-  entire  Pile  of  Building-  will  ]. resent  a  front  of  ilio  f-et.  Of  the 
central  BuiMing.  \'yl  feet  will  l>e  twu  storit-s  high;  and  in  the  rear  of  the 
c^Mitral  or  main  f-ntrance  there  will  ];e  a  Tower  11  iVf-t  square  and  li^j  feet 
hi;_di,  surniount'-d  i:y  a  .spire  21- feet  high,  making  the  gn-atf-T  elevation — 
120  feet.  At  tlir*  extreme  right  is  a  wing  occupying  about  •■''•  feet  of  the 
front,  and  ext«*nding  hack  '^O  feet,  and  two  stories  high.  1'his  portion  of 
the  Buildin;:  was  completed  la.^jt  Fall.  It  is  a  fine  sj.ecimen  of  architecture, 
and  is  con-tructed  of  enduring  materials  of  hrick  and  -tone  and  .slat<^d 
roof  Its  Halis  and  Rooms  are  capacious  an<l  convenient,  with  lofty  ceil- 
ings, will-ligliTerl  and  well-vf-ntilaTed.^  It  was  specially  ]iliinned  for  the 
accoinmodaTion  of  the  Societies  of  the  College,  and  will  l.e  exclusively 
api>ropriated  to  th<'ir  use  on  the  completion  of  the  entire  editiL-e. 

At  the  extrenit-  left  is  the  Chapel,  measuring  \'.\  feet  front  and  extending 
back  112  feet. 

In  the  rear  of  tlir*  first  story  of  the  main  huildini'-  thf-re  will  lie  an  open 
corrirlor  11  f<Mt  wi'le.  and  extending  'M)^  feet  Irom  the  Chaj"!  to  the  right 
wing.  This  hall  is  It  feet  high,  in  the  clear,  and  is  suj'i.oited  by  but- 
tresses. 

There  will  be  five  frcmt  entrances:  the  central  one  opens  iiJo  a  hall  10 
feet  wide,  which  exTends  across  the  long  corridor  to  the  main  staircase. 
On  each  side  of-  this  hall  is  a  room  Is  by  2G  feet,  one  is  a  reception  room 
and  the  other  is  the  President's  private  room,  which  is  provideil  with  a  large 
fire-proof  vault.  On  each  side  of  the  main  staircase  is  a  >tu-leiits'  waiting 
or  studv-ro. un.  Tiu*  first  ihjor  includes,  addition.-illv.  two  Lecture  rooms, 
each  22  l^v  il^  ff't.  two  Class  rooms,  each  27  by  ?t^)  feet.  Professors'  rooms, 
Tutors'  room-.  Aj'i«aratu.s'  rooms,  etc. 

The  second  story  is  divided  into  two  Class  rooms,  each  2f>  by  30  feet,  a 
Library  room,  II  by  .>S  feet,  a  Museum,  25  by  11  feet.  Curators  room,  25 
by  41  feet,  and  four  Professors'  and  Tutors'  rooms. 
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In  the  15ascment  is  a  large  Laboratory,  the  Janitors  residence,  fuel 
rooms,  etc. 

All  tlu'  walls  will  be  of  brick  and  th^e  roofs  will  be  slated  in  the  best 
style.  The  doors  and  window  sills,  lintels  and  hoods,  steps,  cornices,  wall 
and  tower  coping,  roof  crotchets,  finials,  etc.,  will  be  of  free  stone.  The 
intt  ri'T  wood  work  will  be  of  white  and  yellow  pine.  The  entire  building 
will  be  constructed  of  the  best  materials  and  in  the  best  manner,  and  in  a 
stylo  in  every  respect  worthy  of  the  great  purposes  to  which  it  will  lye 
devoted. 

In  addition  to  the  portion  of  the  Building  described  above,  as  finished, 
we  have  under  contract,  and  in  process  of  erection,  an  additional  section, 
embracincr  the  main  center  or  Tower  Buildincr  and  all  the  intermediate 
connections  between  it  and  the  right  wing.  The  extension,  as  far  as  the 
Tower  Building,  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  use  by  the  beginning 
of  the  next  Session,  October  3d,  1859. 
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LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are,  in  connection  with  the  College,  two  Literary  Societies.  The 
New  Halls  provided  by  the  College  for  their  accommodation,  are  capacious, 
convenient,  and  well  ventilated,  and  are  constructed  according  to  the  most 
approved  modern  style,  with  open  Timber  Roofs,  etc.  They  have  been  ele- 
o-antly  furnished  in  corresponding  taste  and  style.  The  members  of  the 
Societies  have  been  industriously  engaged  in  replacing  their  Libraries. 
They  have  already  procured  about  1300  volumes. 

Every  facility  is  afforded  by  the  authorities  of  the  Institution  to  increase 
the  accommodations  and  add  to  the  usefulness  of  these  valuable  auxiliaries 
to  the  Institution.  Such  Societies,  if  properly  conducted,  are  most  valuable 
means  of  improvement  to  their  members  ;  and  the  fact  that  a  large  propor- 
tion of  the  students  of  the  College  are  young  men  of  matured  minds  and 
steady  habits,  has  given  a  high  degree  of  interest  to  their  performances, 
and  enabled  the  authorities  of  the  College  to  commend  these  Societies 
to  the  public  as  among  the  most  valuable  institutions  of  the  kiiid  in  the 
country. 

The  Anniversary  of  the  Neotrophian  Society  is  held  on  the  5th  of  Novem- 
ber; that  of  the  American  Literary  Institute  on  the  10th  November. 
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ADELPHIAX   SOCIETY. 

This  Society  was  establisherl  in  1852,  and  has  been  chartered  bv  the  Legis-    ., ' 
lature.     As  it  differs  in  some  important  respects  from  a  purely  Literary  So- 
ciety, it  demands  a  more  particular  notice. 

It  being  a  distinguishing  feature  of  Bethany  College  to  make  the  Bible  a 
regular  subject  of  study  and  daily  examination,  the  Adfljdiian  Society  has 
been  organized  in  order  to  promote  and  carry  out,  to  the  fullest  extent,  the 
purposes  contemplated  in  the  dej>artment  of  Bible  Literature.  Its  objects 
are  not  literary,  merely,  but  moral  and  religious,  and  it  may  be  regarded  as 
the  just  exponent  of  the  ultimate  aims  and  tendencies  of  the  College  itself 

The  regular  exercises  of  the  Society  consist — 

Lst.  Of  recitations  of  portions  of  Scri[>ture. 

2d.  Reading  original  essays  on  moral  and  religious  subjects:  and 

3d.  The  delivery  of  Scriptural  discourses,  not  only  before  the  So^ciety,  but 
on  suitable  occasions,  in  public. 

All  the  proceedings  of  the  Society  are  conducted  with  the  most  admirable 
order.  Critics,  duly  appointed,  carefully  scrutinize  all  the  ]iCrformances  and 
make  report  to  the  Sociaty,  and  every  facility  is  afforded  for  the  correction 
of  awkward  and  erroneous  modes  of  writing  and  speaking,  and  the  forma- 
tion of  correct  habits  of  thought  and  utterance.  Young  men  preparing  for 
the  Ministry,  may  derive  incalculable  advantages  from  this  Society,  which 
is  so  well  fitted  from  its  organization,  and  the  character  and  ability  of  its 
members,  to  facilitate  the  acquisition  of  enlarged  views  of  the  Bible,  and  the 
cultivation  of  a  high  standard  of  morality  and  religion. 

The  Society  will  have  a  well  furnished  and  commodious  Hall  for  its  meet- 
ings. It  has  a  well  selected  Library,  to  which  it  respectfully  solicits  contri- 
butions of  works  auxiliary  to  the  study  and  comprehension  of  the  Bible, 
Ecclesiastical  Hi.^torv,  Ethics,  etc.  Any  such  donations  from  individuals 
friendly  to  the  Institution,  will  be  gratefully  received. 


THE  PHILODIKIAN  SOCIETY. 

This  Society  was  founded  during  the  session  of  IH.jf)-'!,  its  anniversary 
being  the  11th  of  October.  It  is  essentially  a  Law  Society — its  oljject  being 
to  excite  to  the  study  and  practical  application  of  the  fundamental  princi- 
ples of  legal  science.  Its  exercises  are  conducted  in  strict  conformity  with 
the  principles  and  rules  of  American  judicature,  and  are  so  directed  and 
varied  as  to  afford  to  the  members  all  the  advantages  of  a  moot  court.  Its 
cherished  design  is  to  encourage  the  study  and  elevate  the  standard  of  the 
legal  profession  among  the  American  youth. 
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EXPENSES.

Each  n^w  student  is  charged,  in  addition  to  the  above  sums,  a  Matricu- 
lation fee  of  $10,  which,  with  one-half  of  the  expenses  of  the  College  year, 
must  be  paid  invaridhly  in  adcance^  as  the  anti-credit  law  of  Virginia, 
which  is  published  below,*  forbids  the  crediting  of  a  student  even  for  his 
boarding.  ^ 

An  extra  fee  of  $10  per  session  will  be  charged  for  Hebrew^  and  for 
Modern  Languages. 

Students,  entering  after  the  commencement  of  a  term,  or  leaving  before  its 
close,  will  be  allowed  no  reduction  on  their  tuition ;  provided,  however,  that 
students  who  thus  leave  with  the  permission  of  the  Faculty,  may  return 
during  the  subsequent  term  for  a  period  equal  to  the  time  of  their  absence, 
Jree  of  additional  charge  for  tuition. 

All  remittances  are  to  be  made  to  W.  K.  Pexdletox,  Bursar,  Bethany, 
Brooke  county,  Va.,  with  whom  also  may  be  deposited,  for  safe  keeping,  the 
private  funds  of  each  student,  free  of  all  per  centage. 


GRATUITOUS  INSTRUCTION. 

Indi'^ent  and  pious  young  men  who  are  preparing  for  the  ministry  in  any 
of  the  relin^ious  denominations,  on  paying  the  matriculation  fee,  submitting 
to  the  Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  character,  circumstances,  and 
intention,  will  be  admitted  into  Bethany  College,  free  of  all  tuition  fees 
durinrr  the  entire  College  course.  They  may,  however,  if  needed  and  quali- 
fied, be  required  to  give  instruction  in  the  Preparatory  Classes,  equivalent  to 
the  aid  thus  granted.  Otherwise,  it  is  expected,  though  not  retiuired,  that 
when  able,  they  will  refund  to  the  Institution  the  amount  of  their  tuition 
fees  for  the  benefit  of  other  students  in  similar  circumstances.      / 


*  The  following  is  the  latest  statute  on  the  subject.  The  law  is  plain,  and  the  penalty  for  its 
infraction  severe — too  severe,  it  might  be  iaagineil,  to  be  risked.  See  Revised  Code,  chapters 
142  and  198. 

Ch4P.  142,  Sec.  1.  '*  If  any  money  be  lent  or  a*lvanced,  or  anything  be  sold  or  let  to  hire  on 
credit,  to  or  for  the  use  of  any  student  or  pupil  under  twenty -one  years  of  age,  at  the  Virginia 
Military  Institute.  University  of  Virginia,  or  any  incorporated  College  in  this  State,  without  the 
previous  permission,  in  writing,  of  his  parent  or  guardian,  or  the  authorized  officers  of  such 
Institutions,  nothing  shall  be  recovered  therefor,  and  there  shall,  moreover,  be  forfeited  to  the 
Institution,  twenty  dollars,  and  the  amount  or  value  of  such  money  or  other  thing.  Where  such 
selling,  letting,  lending  or  advancing  is  by  an  agent,  such  forfeiture  shall  be  by  his  principal.

At  ]>fthany  Collect,  ji  student  may  ^^radiiato,  and  receive  a  certificate 
of  ^'raduati<.ii,  in  any  one  of  the  scho(')l,i  or  dcjtartineni.s  which  it  einhraces, 
witli(»(it  entcrin;jr  any  other  one.  Any  younfj  man,  for  inslance.  who  wislies 
to  prepare  himself  for  teaehiii^^  the  1an«ruane.«,  without  ent<rin<,r  the  depart- 
ment of  mathematics  ;  or  one  w)io  wishes  to  (pialifv  hims(-]f  as  an  engineer, 
or  to  pursue  mathematical  studies  alone,  may  jrraduate  in  this  <lej>artment 
without  (^:;terin;f  any  other,  ami  so  of  the  rest. 

4th.  The  most  jiartieular  attention  is  paid  to  tho  moral  instruction  and 
training  of  the  youth  in  this  Institution.  The  well  known  moral  character 
and  intellectual  ability  of  Alexandkii  CAMi'HKt.r,.  Presi(h?nt  of  the  Colle;re, 
will  be  a  sufficient  guarantee  for  the  excellence  of  the  Institution  in  this 
respect.  A  full  and  most  interesting  course  of  Lectures  is  delivered  bv  him 
every  sessir»n,  to  the  whole  class,  upon  Sacred  Literature,  in  which  the  great 
matters  of  Piety  and  Humanity  are  elucidated  atul  enforced  bv  appropriate 
examples.  These  lectures,  which  are  general,  familiar  and  discursive,  are 
entirely  free  from  all  sectarian  character,  and  do  not  touch  n[ion  anv  of  the 
peculiarities  of  particular  religious  parties.  Thev  are  adajtted  to  the  circum- 
stances of  the  class,  and,  embracing  critical  rrmarks  upon  orthograjihy, 
ortheo])y,  &c.,  are  admiral)ly  fitted  to  supply  detects  in  the  earlv  education 
of  youth,  and  to  give  a  bias  in  favor  of  morality  and  virtue.  And  should 
any  cases  of  immorality  or  insubordination  arise,  a  firm  and  vigorous 
discipline,  by  the  Faculty,  will  promptly  cleliver  the  Institution  from  the 
contaminating  influence  of  corru{»t  examples.  The  peculiar  location  of  the 
College,  too,  afF<jrds  the  greatest  facilities  for  moral  culture.  Being  entirely' 
in  the  country,  remote  from  any  large  t(nvn  or  city,  and  surrounded  bv 
a  highly  moral  and  industrious  population,  engaged  in  agriculture,  it  is 
secluded  from  those  haunts  of  dissipatioii  and  those  viqious  associations  so 
fatal  to  youth  in  cities. 

5th.  The  location  of  Bethany  College  is  not  onlv  favorable  to  moral 
culture,  but  also  eminently  advantageous  in  regard  to  the  physical  health  of 
its  inmates.  It  may  be  said  with  emphasis,  that  there  is  not  in  the  L^nited 
States  a  more  healthy  location.  It  is  in  the  midst  of  a  hilly  and  elevated 
region,  where  there  is  pure  air,  fine  water,  Tind  jya- feet  cxewpiion  from  those 
intermittent,  congestive  and  malignant  fevers,  so  prevalent  in  certain  por- 
tions of  the  western  country.  Occupying,  too,  as  it  does,  a  middle  })Osition 
between  the  Northern  and  Southern  portion  of  the  Union,  this  vicinity  is 
equally  free  from  those  pulmonary  affections  so  prevalent  in  the  North, 
and  the  biliary  derangements  so  common  at  the  South.  There  is  a  further 
advantage  in  the  location  of  Bethany  Colleire,  that  it  is  a  most  convenient  one 
for  merchants  at  the  South  or  West,  who  have  son^s  or  wards  to  be  educated, 
as  it  is  almost  directly  uJ)on  their  route  to  the  east(^rn  cities,  and  they  can 
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thus  visit  the  College  on  their  way  to  the  East  on  bn.siriess.  The  College  is 
only  sixteen  miles  from  Wheeling,  hut  the  most  eonvenient  landing  place  is 
Wellf^hurg,  sixteen  miles  above  Wheeling,  and  only  seven  miles  distant  from 
the  College.  To  Lagrange,  on  the' opposite  side  of  the  river  from  Wellsburjr /^ 
there  is  a  railroad.  At  the  latter  place,  a  conveyance  can  be  obtaijKyd  to 
Bethany,  by  making  application  to  the  hotel  keepers.
